Le it ordained by the City Council of Lowa 
City, That the City Treasurer shall receive as a compensa- 
tion for his services, the sum of seven hundred dollars per 
annum, which shall be in lieu of any per centage or fees 
as now fixed by ordingnce, and the present City Treasurer 
shall receive a salary as herein provided, less any sum he 
may have received as compensation for his services up to 
the time this ordinance shall take effect.

§ 5. The City Marshal shall receive as a compensation 
for his services the sum of three hundred dollars per an- 
nun, in addition to the fees allowed him by ordinance. 

§ 0. The salaries as above fixed shall be paid quarterly, 
upon warrants issued by the City Council. 
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$ T. Any provision contained in any ordinance previ- 
ously passed, in conflict with any provision contained in 
this ordinance, is hereby repealed.

That when any side or board walk shall have been 
constructed by order of the Council, under the direetion of , 
the Street Commissioner, in pursuance of this or any .other 
Ordinance, if the same be not paid. for by the owners or 
lessee of the property, in front of which the same has so 
been made, within one week from the time the same is 
completed, the amount due therefor shall be treated there- 
after in! all respects as delinquent tax against the property 
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in front of which the same was made, and shall draw 
twenty-five per cent interest till paid. 

§ 4. Thatwhen any such is made by a contractor under 
the direction and authority of the City, said contractor may 
elect to collect the amount due from the owners of the 
property, who are required to pay for the same, and may 
sue and collect the same by suit, beforethe City Magistrate, 
together with interest aforementioned, or he may return 
the same as delinquent, aud when certified to by the Street 
Commissioner as correct, his bill shall be allowed for the 
amount out of-the City Treasury, after which tne same shall 
be levied on the said property, as before directed and col- 
lected as other City taxes. 

$ 5. That when the Street Commissioner shall order 
the Marshal to notify the property holders along any street 
that they are required to make their portion of a walk ac- 
cording to Ordinance, the Marshal shall serve such notice 
on all persons so directed to be served, and shall receive ten 
cents for each person so notified. 

§ 6. That after one weeks notice as directed in the last 
section, no person so notified shall be allowed to make his 
own part of a walk, unless he has made a bona-fide com- 
mencement thereat, and has his material on the ground for 
the same, when the Street Commissioner or contractor shall 
have arrived at that point with a continuous walk on that 
street as provided for by Ordinance, but the same shall 
then be made by the Commissioner or contractor, as 
the case may be be, and assessed upon the property as above 
provided. 

§ 7. That this Ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its publication according to law.

AN ORDINANCE to regulate the sale of Spirituons Liquors. 

Szotron 1. Be it ordained by the City Council of Lowa 
City, That the Mayor of Iowa City may grant and issue 
license for the sale of malt, spirituous and vinous liquors, 
to any person who shall comply with the tollowing condi- 
tions: The applicant shall present to him a petition of at 
least twelve freeholders of the city, signed and attested by 
the Police Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, setting forth 
that the applicant isa man of respectable character and 
standing, and a resident of this State, and praying that a 
license may issue to him; the applicant shall at the same 
time file with the Mayor his bond to the city in the sum of 
five thousand dollars, with good and sufficient sureties, con- 
ditioned that during the continuance of his license he will 
not keep a riotous or disorderly house, and that he will not 
allow gambling with cards, dice or any other implement or 
device used in gaming, within his house or within any out- 
house or other premises under his control, for the payment 
of all damages, fines and forfeitures which may be adjudg- 
ed against him, under the provisions of the license law of 
the State of Iowa, and that he will not sell any intoxicating 
or malt liquor to any minor, insane or idiotic, or intoxicated 
person, or any habitual drunkard, or to any person what- 
ever on Sunday, and said license shall not be transferable 
to any person. 

5 2. The applicant shall pay into the City Treasury, for 
the use of: the School fund, the sum of two hundred dollars. 

8 8. Said license shall continue in force for one year 
and no longer, and no license shall be granted for less than 
‘six months and when it shall be issued for six months, the 
amount of license shall be in the same proportion as dor one 
year. 

§ 4. All persons who shall vend or retail i in less DE 
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ties than one gallon, or for the purpose of avoiding the pro- 
visions of this act, give away under.any pretext malt, spir- 
ituous, or vinous liquors, or any intoxicating drinks, without 
firat having complied with the conditions and obtained li- 
cense as set forth in this ordinance, shall for each offence 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than fifty dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the county 
jail for a period not exceeding six months, or be both fined 
and imprisoned, and shall be liable in all regpects to the 
publie and to individuals, the same as he would have been 
had he given the bond and obtained license as herein 
provided. 

§ 5. When any person licensed under this ordinance 
shall be convicted for any violation ot its provisions, it shall 


. be the duty of the court so convicting, to transmit forthwith 
.Xo the Mayor a certified copy of said conviction or judg- 


ment, and upon receipt of the same the Mayor shall revoke 
and annul said license. —* 

5 6. It shall be the duty of the Mayor to make report 
to the City Council at every meeting, to whom he had js- 
sued license, and for what time, which report shall be en- 


.tered upon the Records of the Council. He shall also 


make report of any revocation of the same, and have them 
entered in like manner, 

§ 7. Itis hereby made the duty of the Police Magis- 
trate upon the filing of complaint under oath, that if any 
„person is guilty of a violation of.any of the provisions of 
, the ordinance, to igsne a warrant forthwith for the arrest'of 
.Sueh person complained of, asin other cases of. ee 
“meanor. 

$ 8. It is hereby made the special duty of the Marshal, 


and all police officers, to make information to the Police 


Magistrate for any violation of this ordinance, and if they 
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have reason to believe that any person is acting in violation 
of this ordinance, they shall make oath before the Police 
Magistrate, stating the facts upon which such belief is 
founded, and if such facts are deemed sufficient, the Mag- 
istrate shell i issue a warrant for the arrest of EE person or 
persons. 
§ 9. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
with this are hereby repealed.

Section 1. Be 2 ordained by the City Council of Iowa 
City, That the Council shall elect 2 City Receiver who shall 
hold his office at the pleasure of the Council. -` 

§ 2. The Receiver shall be the keeper of the public 
funds of the City, andin addition to the duties hereinafter 
required of him, he shall keep a correct account of the 
financial affairs of the City, and make a full report of the 
condition of the respective public funds of the City-to the 
Council semi-annually, and as much oftener as the Council 
may require. 

8 3. The Receiver before entering upon the duties of 
his office shall execute a bond in the seme manner as is 
now required of the Treasurer, and all the rights and du 
ties oes pertaining to the Treasurer shall Lereafter 
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be exercised by and be required of the Receiver, except 
the collections of City taxes, and the duties pertaining 
thereto. " 

8 4. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to pay over 
to the Receiver all moneys belonging to the City, now in 
his hands or hereafter received by him, as often at least as 
twice in each month, to be placed to the credit of the funds 
to which it lawfully belongs. 

8 5. The Receiver of Iowa City is hereby made the 
Treasurer of the City School District, and the City Treasu- 
rer is no longer authorized to receive or retain any part of 
the school or teachers’ fund of the City, except the taxes ae 
herein before provided. 

§ 6. The Receiver shall be entitled to such compensa- 
tion for his services as the Council may from time to time 
direct. 

٩ 7. Al warrants hereafter drawn shall be drawn upon 
and paid by the Receiver, and if he shall neglect or retuse 
to pay any warrant drawn according to law, when there are 
funds in his hands to meet the same it shall forfeit his bond, 
and his cffice shall be declared vacant. 

$ 8. Allordinances and part of ordinances in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed, and this ordinance shall take 
effect and be in force from and after its legal publication.

Sxorton 1. Be it ordained by the City Council of lowa 
City, That the Mayor shall procure a plate or plates for 
the purpose of striking off Scrip for the use of lowa City, 
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in the style of bank notes, said Scrip to be of the denomi- 
nation of One, Two, Three and Five dollars. 

8 2. Said plate or plates after the sameshall be received 
by the Mayor, shall not be conveyed beyond the limits of 
Iowa City without permission of the Council, and any per- 
son who shall violate this provision or cause the same to 
be violated, shall upon conviction thereof be fined in a sum 
not less than twenty-five dollars, nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars and be imprisioned until such fine and the cost 
be paid, such imprisonment not to exceed twenty days; 
said plate and plates shall not be used for striking such 
Scrip without a previous order of the Council therefor, and 
any person who shall violate this provision, or cause the 
same to be violated, shall upon conviction thereof be fined 
in the sum of one hundred dollars for each offense, and be 
imprisoned until such fine and costs are paid, such impris- 
onment not to exceed eight days. 

§ 3. The Mayor by order of the Council shall employ 
2 proper person to strike off said Scrip who shall before 
striking off said Scrip receipt to said Mayor for said plates, 
and also attach to said receipt his affidavit, stating that he 
will personally superintend the striking off of said Scrip, 
and that he will return the plates and ai] the Scrip struck 
off by him or any onein his emply, and that he will not 
permit any one else to use said plates while they are in his 
possession. 

§ 4. The amount of Scrip so struck off shall not at any 
one time exceed $5,000 (five thousand dollars, and shall 
first be orcered by Council. 

§ 5. When said Scrip is struck off it shall be vigned by 
the Mayor and countersigned by the City Recorder, and 
by said Recorder numbered, commencing with number one 
on each denomination of Scrip ; he shall also record in a 
book to be kept for that purpose, the date of issue, the 
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amountin dollars of each denomination of Scrip, also the 


number reached on each denomination of Scrip, also record 
the letter on each denomination. 


$ 6. After said Scrip hasbeen struck off, signed and - 


recorded, the Mayor shall deliver the same to the City 
Treasurer, taking his receipt for the amount, naming in said 
recept the amount of each denomination, which receipt 
shall be placed on the City Record and filedin the Recor- 
der’s office. 

§ 7. It is hereby made the duty of said City Treasurer 
to pay out said Serip on all City warrants presented for re;, 
demption at their face keeping said warrants so redeemed 
as vouchers. 

§ 8. The City Treasurer and all other City officers, are

Be it ordained by the City Council of Lowa 
City, That the owner of each lot or part of lot on Burling- 
ton street, from Clinton street to Gilbert street, and the 
owner of each lot or part of lot, on the west side of Gilbert 
street, from College street to the Gilbert street bridge is 
hereby required to construct a board walk in front of said 
lots or parts of lots as hereafter specified. 
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§ 2. The above named walks shall be made of plank 
one and one-half inches thick, and to be four feet wide. 

§ 3. The above named walks are required to be made 
within ten days after this ordinance becomes a law.

. § 2. It shall be the duty of the Police Magistrate to re- 
quire of all the police officers a direct answer to interroga- 
‘tions touching any and all criminal offences against the 
City, and particularly as to persons selling liquor without 
license or contrary to law with license. 
§ 8. Such return shall be filed or kept in the police 
office, and where it appeats fromthe same that any offence 
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has been committed, process shall issue and the person ac- 
cused put upon trial for the offence. 

§ 4. Any person making information against another 
for selling liquor without a license or contrary to the laws 
of his license, where the accused has license and presecut- 
ing such information to a conviction, shall be entitled to 
receive ten dollars for the same, which shall be taxed and 
collected as a part of the costs of the prosecution. 

§ 5. If any one make information against another false- 
ly or maliciously, or without probable cause, he shall be 
held liable to pay the costs of the prosecution and stand 
committed till the same be paid. 

8 6. There shall be no more than one policeman in each 
ward, to be appointed by the Council, and if at any time 
any of the policemen shall be convicted of drunkenness 
before the Police Magistrate, it shall be a dismissal from 
office without any action of Council. But the Marshal 
may appoint as many deputy Marshals as he may deem ex- 
pedient, and he shall be held liable for any misdemeanor in 
office by such deputies. 

§ 7. Each policeman shall give a bond to the City, sub- 
ject to the approval of Council in the sum of five hundred 
dollars, conditioned for the faithful discharge of his duties, 
the bond to be filed ‘vith the Police Magistrate; each po- 
liceman shall be allowed in addition to the fees now allow- 


j ed, a salary ot ($100) one hundred dollars per annum, pay-

$ i. Where a conviction is had on informations under 
this ordinance, there shall be five dollars taxed and collect- 
ed as part of the costs in favor of the informants. 

§ 8. Itis hereby made the special duty of the Marshal 
and Police-of Lowa City to see that this ordinance is faith- 
fully executed; and when informed that the same has been 
violated, or when they. have reason to believe that it has 
been violated, and that proof of that fact can be had, it 
shall be the duty of such officers to go before the Police 
Magistrate and make information of the same. Upon filing 
such information it shall be his duty to institute suit against 
such persons according to law, and it shall be the duty of 
the City Attorney to appear -for the city when it may be 
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deemed necessary by the Police Magistrate. Any police 
officer failing to comply with the provisions of this section 
shall, upon conviction, pay a fine of not more than fifty dol- 
lars, and a conviction shall work a forfeiture of his office.

Beit ordained by the City Council of Iowa 
City, That there shall be. one Policeman in each ward of 
the city. ra 

8 2. The City Marshal is ۳٣ declared and conia 
ted the head of the police force of the city, and it slíall be 
his duty to require members,of the police to be on duty at 
such times and places and under such mies as in his judg- 
ment are necessary. 

5 9- If any Policeman fails, neglects or is inefficient in 
the performance of his duties, it shall be the duty of the 
Marshal to make complaint to the City Council, who shall 
discharge such Policeman and appoint another in his place, 
or refer the complaints so made to a committee who shall 
report at the next meeting of the Council. 

§ 4. The duties of Policemen shall be the same and the 
penalties for neglecting or refusing to perform his duties, 
shall also be the same as are defined in the ordinances now 
in force, except so far as they conflict with this ordinance. 

§ 5. The pay of Policemen shall be fifteen dollars per 
month, and such fees as are fixed by ordinance, except the 
fees in cases wherein the proseeution fails, which have here- 
tofore been paid by the city, shall not be paid out of the 
city treasury. 

§ 6. All ordihances and parts of ordinances conflicting 
with this ordinance are hereby repealed.
